ART 3 THOMPSON SCHOOL LAND SWAP: The School Committee will submit a 
substitute motion (Ref 1) for a resolution supporting the Thompson School rebuild 
process with no specific mention of the land swap or the cost estimate. The resolution 
specifies that the process be supported by the BoS, FinCom, PTBC, SC, CPC. VOTED 
to support the resolution. Unanimous. The previous vote on the proposed land swap 
still stands but will not be acted on at STM. 

ART 5 GIC HOME RULE: The unions will vote on whether to join GIC this week. 
Members discussed whether to postpone any vote until after the unions' action is 
known, probably next week. A positive vote is possible. Some thought the TM vote last 
spring should be honored: no agreement by 9/24 then request legislation. Others 
thought that action in case of union opposition could just as well be taken at the Annual 
Town Meeting. VOTED No action. 13-3. 

ART 2 AMEND FY !! BUDGET: Treasurer to oppose taking funds from Tip Fee Stab 
Fund for "operating expenses". FinCom will stand by its recommendation.
